No Doubt That the Young
Ruler Has Been Dead

One of the persons who statéd
that the Hmperor was dend [s o leading
diplomnt, who deelared that the recentiy
deposed ruler had been dead geveral days
and thiat he wis undoubtedly polsdned,
Another who asserted (hat the young
man was no more s the member of a
firm  which has extensive dealings with
China, .

Adcording to a dispateh to the Times
fromn 1ts Pekin correspondent, the {mperial
decree lesned to-day dismisslng from office
and banishing to IH. Chlnese Turkestan,
Chang-Yin-Houan, L!{ Hung Chang's oppo-
neut in the Foreign Office, and former Chi-
nege Minletor nt Washiogton, aoquits the
dlsmlssed offfelal of complleity with Kabg-
Yuwel, the Cantonese reformer, but eon-
